[rrom PENNANT, GOLDSMITH, &c. | 

MONG the curious marine animals that inhabit the Northern feas, 

the Urfine Seal, or Sea-Bear, is one of the moft fingular with re- 
{peét to its habitudes, which may furnifh ample fubje& of contemplation, 
not merely to the Naturalift, but to the moral Philofopher, From June 
to September thefe animals inhabit the ifles that are {cattered in the feas 
between Kamtf{chatka and America, in order to copulate and bring forth 
their young in full fecurity. They never land upon Kamt{chatka. The 
accurate and indéfatigable Naturalift Steller was the firft who gave an 
exact defcription of them ; he and his companions, in the Ruflian expe- 
dition of 1742, were in all probability the firft Europeans who gave them 
any difturbance in thofe their retreats. In September, thele animals 
quit their ftations, vaftly emaciated ; fome return to the Afiatic, others 
to the American fhores ; but, like the Sea Otters, are conflhed in thofe 
feas between lat. 50. and 56. 

The Sea-bear leads, during the three months in fummer, a moft in- 
dolent life: They arrive at the iflands vattly fat; but during that time 
are {carce ever in motion; confining themlelves for whole weeks to one 
fpot, fleeping a great part of the time, eating nothing, and, except the 
employment the females have in fuckling their young, being totally in- 
active. They live in families, Each male has from cight to fifty fe- 
males, whom he guards with the jealoufy of an caflern Monarch; and, 
though they lie by thoufands on the fhore, each family keeps itlelf fepa- 
rate from the reft, and fometimes, with the young and unmarried ones, — 


‘amount to a hundred and twenty. The old animals, which are deftitute 


of females, or deferted by them, live apart, and are exceflively fplenetic, 
peevith, antl quarrelfome, ‘hey are withal exceffively fierce, and fo 
attached to their old haunts, that they would die fooner than quit them, 
If another approach their flation, they are roufed from their indolence, 
inftantly fnap at it, and a battle enfues; in the conflié, they perhaps in- 
trude on the feat of another: This gives new caufe of offence, fo that in 
the end the difcord becomes univerfil, and is {pread through the whole fhore. 

The other males are alfo very irafcible : The caufes of their difputes 
are generally thefe : The firft and the moft terrible is, when an attempt is 
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magle by another to feduae one of their miftreffes, or a young female of 
the family. This infult produces a comoat, and the: conqueror is imme- 
diately followed by the whole feraglio, who are fure of deferting the un- 
happy vanquifhed. The fecond reafon of a quarrel is, when one in- 
vades the feat of another. The third arifes from their interfering in the 
difputes of others, Thefe battles are very violent ; the wounds they re- 
ceive are very deep, and refemble the cuts of a fabre. - But their combats 
on thefe occafions are mananged with great juftice as well as obftinacy. 
Two are never feen to fall upon one together, but each has its antago- 
nift, and ali fight an equal battle, till one alone becomes viftorious. At 
€he end of a fight they fling themfelves into the fea, to wafh away the 
blood. 

The males are very fond of their young, but very tyrannical towards 
the females. If any body attempt to take their cub, the male ftands on 
the defenfive, while the female makes off with the young in her mouth; 
fhould fhe drop it, the former inftantly quits his enemy, falls on her, and 
beats her againft the ftones, till he leave her for dead. As foon as fhe 
recovers, fhe comes in the moft fuppliant manner to the male, crawls to 
his feet, and wafhes them with her tears: He, in the mean time, ftalks 
about in the moft infulting manner; but in cafe the young one is carri- 
ed off, he melts into the deepeft afli€ion, and fhews all kind of deep con- 
cern. Itis probable that he feels his misfortune the more fenfibly, as 
the female generally brings but one at a time; neveg more than two, 
Even the cubs of thofe on the ifland of New Georgia are very fierce, 
barking at our failors as they patfed by, and biting at their legs. The 
breeding-time in this ifland is in the beginning of January. 

They {wim very fwiftly, at the rate of feven miles an hour, If wound- 
‘ed, they will feize on the boat, and carry it along with vaft impetuofity, 
and often times fink it. ‘They can continue a long time under water. 
When they want to climb the rocks, they faften with the fore paws, and 
fo draw themfelvesup. They are very tenacions of life, and will live 
for a fortnight after receiving fuch wounds as would immediately de- 
ftroy another animal. 

The male of this fpecies is vaftly fuperior in fize to the female. The 
bodies of each are of a conic form, very thick before, and taper to the 
tail, The length of a large one is eight feet’; the greateft circumference 
five feet; near the tail, twenty inches. They weigh 800lb. The nofe 
projeéts like that of a pug dog, but the head rifes fuddenly: The noftrils 
are oval, and divided by a feptum: The lips thick ; thetr infide red and 
ferrated : and their whifkers long and white. 

The teeth lock into each other when the mouth is clofed. In the up- 
per jaw are four cutting teeth, each bifurcated ; on both fides is a {mall 
fharp canine tooth bending inwards; near that another, larger: The 
grinders refemble canine teeth, and are fx in number in each jaw: In 
the lower jaw are alfo four cutting teeth and two canine : But only four 
grinders in each jaw: in all, thirty-fix teeth. 

The tongue is bifid: The eyes large and prominent, and may be cov- 
ered at pleafure with a flefhy membrane: The ears are {mall aad fharp- 
pointed, and hairy without, but {mooth and polifhed within. 

The length of the fore-legs is twenty-four inches, like thofe of other 
quadrupeds, and not immerfed in the body like thofe of Seals: The feet 
are formed with the toes, as thofe of other animals, but are covered with 
a naked fkin, fo that externally they feem a fhapelefs mafs, and have on- 
ly the rudiments of nails to five latent toes: The hind legs are twenty- 
two 
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two inches long, are fixed to the body quite behind, like thofe of Seals 
but are capable of being brought forward, fo that the animal makes ufe 
of them to f{cratch its head: Thefe feet are divided into five toes, each di- 
vided by a great web, and are a foot broad; the tail is only two inches 
long. . 

The hair is long and rough; beneath which is a foft down, of a bay 
colour ; On the neck of the old males the hair is ereét, and a little longer 
than the reft. The general colour of thefe animals is black, but the 
hairs of the old ones are tipt with grey. The females are cincreous. 
The fkins of the young, cut out of the bellies of their dams, are very 
ufeful for cloathing, and coft about gs. 4d. each; the {kin of an old

ipeo. the memorable fiege of York-Town, in Virginia, various 

were the fhocking fpe€tacles which daily prefented themfelves to 
the view of thofe perfons who were neceffarily confined within the con- 
traéted limits of the Britifh lines. In the courfe of that tremendous and 
inceflant cannonade and bombardment, which was kept up by the be- 
fiegers for nearly two weeks, {carcely a fingle incident occured which 
was better catculated to fill the mind with horror and anguifh than that 
which gave rife to the following anecdote, 

One of the fheils thrown from a battery of the allied army, in its de- 
{cent pierced the roof and penetrated the floors of a dwelling-houfe fituat- 
ed on the beach: Ina few moments it burft in the cellar with a great 
explofion, by which circumftance the houfe was materially injured, and 
an unfortunate woman, who was fitting in a front room, with her infant 
of about ten months old, fondly clafped in her arms, were together pro- 
pelled feveral yards into the ftreet. Some little time afterwards, Lord 
Cornwallis, (the commander of the poft) taking one of his ufual walks 
around the lines, attended by feveral officers of the garrifon, happened to 

afs that way : He obferved the mother extended, void of life, upon the 
ground, whilft the infant, unhurt and ignorant of the lofs which it had 
{uftained, appeared drawing from the breaft of the lifelefs corpfe, its 
wonted nourifhment. Shocked to an extreme with fo uncommon an 
inftance of the direful effeés of war, his Lordfhip, after ordering the de- 
ceafed to be decently interred at his expenfe, difpatched a meffenger to a 
poor widow who was the mother of feveral children, and who was re- 
markable for her kind and effeétionate difpofitions, On her prefenting 
herfelf, he related’to her the accident which had happened, and expreff- 
ed his defire that fhe would take the unfortunate orphan in charge, nurfe 
it with the tenderdernefs, and educate it with all the care of a parent, 
to this fhe readily agreed ; when his Lordfhip took from his purfe and 

ave her twenty guineas, and ordefed her feveral neceffary articles, as 
well for her own ufe as for the ufe of her adopted fon. This example of 
munificence in the Earl was foon imitated by numbers who heard the 
melancholy tale ; by whofe united liberal contribution, the woman with 
her family were enabled, with prudence and eeconomy, to live in a very 
comfortablg flile in Virginia, after the furrender of the Britifh army to 
the combined forces of France and America.

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GENERAL ST. CLAIR’s RESIGNATION. | 

General St, Clair has refigned the command of the army. The follow- 
ing are copies of the letters that pafled between the Prefident of the 
United States and the Gencral, upon that occation. 

STR, Philadelphia, March 26, 1792. 

I BEG leave to offer you my unfeigned thanks for the honor conferred 

upon me, by the appointment to the command of the army of the 
United States the laft campaign. Though that campaign was unfortu- 
nate, I am not confcious that any thing within-my power, to have pro- 
duced a more happy iffue, was negleéted. As I was prompted to accept 
that command by no motives, of cither ambition or intereft, but by a 
fervent with to be of fervice to my country, and a belief, perhaps too 
fondly entertained, that I could be fo—-That I am led to decline it in fu- 
ture, proceed neither from difguft nor difappointment. 

Having been much afflied with ficknefs during nearly the whole of 
the campaign though I flatter myfelf the public interefts did not fuffer by 
it, and though my health is now tolerably reftored, my conftitution has 
received a very fevere fhock, and } might not again be able to go through 
the weight of bufinefs which neceffarily follows the command of.an army. 

Although Sir, I am myfelf perfuaded that every thing was donc, in the 
courfe of the laft campaign, that could be done on my part, fully«to an- 
{wer the public expeftation, yet it is demied by fome, doubted by many, 
and known to but few out of the army. A wifh to reétify the, public 
opinion, and a duty that I eonceive I owe to myfelf, induces me to re- 
queft that an inquiry into my condué may be inftituted: When that is 
over, I may hope to be permitted to refign the commiffion of Major- 
General, which I now hold. Should the refult of the inquiry be that, 
in any inftance, the duties of my ftation were negleéted, or that I did not 
improve every hour and every opportunity to the beft advantage, or that 
the operations Of the army, after it was ina condition-to operate, were 
delayed one moment in confequence of my illnefs, I fhall patiently fub- 
mit to the merited cenfure. ; 

To whoever may be appointed my fuperior, I fhall be happy, Sir, to 
give every light and information my fituation as General of the army, or 
as Governor of the Weftern Territory, put in my power to obtain, and 
to evince to you, Sir, and to the world, that the confidence you were 
pleafed to repofe in me, was not mifplaced. 

With every fentiment of gratitude, of refpe&, and allow me to add, of

I have had the honor to receive your letter of the 28thinftant. While 
I lament that circumftanees prevent an inveftigation intomy condué, by 
a court of enquiry, I cannot but acquiefce in the reafons you have affign- 
ed why it cannot take place ; and I beg leave to prefent my thanks for 
the defire to have gratified me, had it been praéticable, which you have 
been pleafed to manifett. 

In my letter of the 26th, I expreffed an intention of retiring from the 
army, when the enquiry fhould be over. The only reafon I had for 
wifhing to retain my commiffion until that time was, that if amy mifcon- 
dué& fhould appear in the courfe of the enquiry, I might be amenable to 
a court-martial, which a refignation would have precluded. The Houfe 
of Reprefentatives, Sir, have direéted an enquiry into the caules of the 
failure of the laft campaign to be made by a committee of their own 
body: The fame reafon that influenced me when a court of enquiry was 
contemplated, operates now with equal force, and therefore, it may be 

r that I fhould ftill retain my commiffion ; but, as it will foon be 
requilite that fome perfon fhould be at the head of the army, who is to 
continue to command it, it is neceffary, Sir, that | fhould inform you ex- 
plicitly, which I now do, of my fixed refolution to refign the moment 
the enquiry is fnifhed, fhould no fault be found, that any embarraffment 
which may exift, with refpe& to providing a fucceflor for me, may be 
. removed, 

Be pleafed, Sir, to obferve that my fole objcé is to give effe& to mublie 
juftice, in the ufual way, by a court martial, fhould it appear that, 21 any 
manner whatfoever, the misfortunes of the laft campaign can be attributed 
to me; and it is the proper, and I believe the only tribunal, where mili- 
tary crimes and mifcondué can be enquired into and punifhed ; or where 
an ofhcer’s reputation, infinitely dearer than life, can be vindicated. 

Should the public fervice, however, require that another officer of the 
fame rank with me be appointed immediately, I am ready to make the re- 
fignation forthwith, notwithftanding that it may feem to proceed, and at 
a diftance will be fuppofed to have arifen, from a fenfe that the volume 
of calumny and defamation, invented by malice, which is daily pouring 
from the prefs into the public car, has to much foundation for me to 
meet it, that] fhrink from the confequences and choofe to fhelter my- 
felf in a private ftation: I am ready, Sir, upon this occafion, as I have 
been upon alf others, to facrifice every private and perfonal fecling and 
con{ideration te the public good,

Alth ough I was very defirous, Sir, to hold the commifion of Major- 
General until the enquiry by the committee of the Houfe of Reprefenta- ° 
tives fhould be over, for the reafons I affigned, and which you are pleaf- 
ed to think have fome weight, yet the neceflity of the officer being ap- 
pointed who is to command the troops, in order to his repairing to the 
frontiers, is certainly preffing, and ought to filence with me every, wifh, 
of a mere perfonal nature. 1 do, therefore, Sir, now formally refign the 
appointment of Major-General. | 

I have never, Sir, entertained adoubt that an enquiry into the caufes 
of the failure of the late expedition, whether direéted particulary to my 
eoriduét, or to that conneéted with other caufes that may have operated 
in whatever way it might be conduéted, would not prove honorable to’ 
me, and fatisfattory to the public, as far'as 1 was concerned with it ; but 
fetting, as I do, a due value. upon the public opinion, apd defirous not to 
lofe that place in the efteem of the virtuous and intelligent of my fellow- . 
citizens which I haye long held, you will not wonder that, under exift- 
ing circumftances, a degree of anxiety, not only that, there fhould be an 
enguiry, but that every thing capable of being mifconftrued, fhould be 
avoided on my part. I will own to you, fir, that the defire of hone/t fame 
has ever been the ftrongeft paflion in my breaft: I have thought that I 
hat merited it, and it is all that 1 have to coinpenfate for the facrifice of a . 
very independent fituation, and the heft years of my life devoted to the 
public fervice, and the faithful application of my talents, fuch as they 
were, in every fituation in which I have been placed, with a zeal border, 
ing upon.enthufiafm. I truft, Sir, I thall {tillenjoy it, while thofe who 
have attempted to difturb it, willbe forgotten, or remembered with indig-

 Purfuant to the order of the day, the Houfe proceeded to reconfider 
the Reprefentation bill, together with the Prefident’s objcttions to the 
{ame. _ The Prefident’s meflage, and the bill being read. 
~ On the queftion—* Will the Houfe, on reconfderation agree to pafs the 
bill 2”’—it pafled in the negative; yeas, 285; nays, 33, 

Ordered that the clerk fhould acquaint. the Senate, with. the proceed- 
ings of the Houfe, in confequence of the Prefident’s meflage. ' 

Mr W. Smith laid on the table, a motion for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to prepare a bill for an apportionment of Reprefentatives among 
the feveral States according to the ratio of one for every thirty-three thoa- 
fand of their refpeétive numbers entitled to Reprefentation on the princi- 

les of the conititution, 

Mr. Parker laid on the table a motion for the introduétion of a Repre- 
fentation bill, with thirty thoufand, as the ratio, 

A third motion was laid on the table by Mr. Muhlenberg to have a 
bill reported with the ratioadlank anda provifion fora fecond enumeration. 

‘The Secretary’s Report of Ways and Means, was-again taken up in 
the Committee of the Whole, and after further progrefs the Committee 
rofe, and afked leave to {it again. mf 
: Monday, April 9. 

The Reprefentation bill was taken up in committee of the whole, and 
reported with the ratio of thirty-three thousand which was adopted by the 
Houle ; Yeas, 34; Nays. 30. , | | 

The bill was then ordered to be-engroffed fora third reading. 

Mr. Gerry and Mr. Madifon, during the courfe of the day, endeavoured 
to bring forward the fhort bill for the reduétion of the poftaye on Newf- 
papers, but were oppofed and prevented. 

Tuefday, April 10. 

An engrotled bill for apportioning Reprefentatives among thefe feve- 
ral States, according tothe firft enumeration, was read ‘a third time, pafled 
(yeas 28, nays 17) and fent tothe Senate for concurrence ;—and in about’ 
an hour after, Mr. Secretary Otis, notified the Houfe, thatthe Senate had 
paffed the faid bill. . 

The amendments, propofed by the Senate to the militia bill (thirty one 
in number) were taken into confideration, and. all agreed to, except the’ 
laft, which was thought of two ferious a nature to be adopted without 
mature deliberation, and was under difcuffion, when the Houfe adjourned, 

Wednefday, April 11. 

Mr. S. Bourne, from the committee for enrolled bills, prefented a bill 
fof an apportionment of Reprefentatives among the people of the feveral 
States, and Mr. Speaker figned the fame. 

A memorial from Jofeph Ceracchi, Roman Sculptor, refpefting the 
erection of a National monument, was read and referred to a feleét com- 
mittee, 

An engroffed bitt; to’ indemnify the eftate of the late Gen. Creenc, 
was read a third time and pailed—Y eas, 93..-+Nays a4. 

Mr. Fitzfimons, from the fele@ committee appointed, reported a bill 
for raifing a further fum of money for the defence of the frontier, which 
was fead a tirft and fecond time and ordered to be committed to a Com- 
mittee of the whole Houfe on Friday next. 

The Houfe proceeded to the further confideration of the Senatc’s 
amendment to the militia bill, and after fome time {pent therein the 
Houfe adjourned. Thurfday 
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Thurfday, April 12. 

The Houfe refumed the confideration of the two additional feftions 
propofed by the Senate to the militia bill, vefting the Prelident with a 
perpetual and unlimited power to call out the militia at pleafure, and ful- 
jeét them to martial law, &c. &c. 

‘The fubje& was again warmly debated ; and among other arguments 
in favor of concurring with the Senate, it was faid, that, in cafe, for in- 
dtance, of an infurreétion in the city of Philadelphia, it might be expedi- 
ent for the executive to lead an army of Jerfey militia acrofs the Dela- 
ware to quell it; and the conduét of fome people in the back parts of 
Pennfylvania (who, it was faid, refufed to pay certain taxes, and had in- — 
fulted fome of the officers of government) was mentioned as a proof of 
the neceflity of ufing compuliory means to enforce obedience to the laws 
ef the union. It was faid on the other hand, that nothing could have 
a flronger tendency to create jealoufies and difunion between the States, 
than to empower the Prefident thus to make the militia of one State the 
inftruments to be employed in fubduing the citizens of another; and 
that the powers, which the Senate meant to confer on him by this a- 
mendment, would be confiderably greater, than are poffefled by the King 
of England, &c. Mr. Kittera moved the following amendment: ° 

** Provided neverthelelfs, that they [the militia | fhall not be obliged to 
march beyond the limits of the’ United States; nor fhall any perfon en- 
rolled in the militia as aforefaid, be compelled to ferve therein more than 
twomonths in fix; and that this authority be continued in the Prefident 
of the United States, for one year from the pafling of this law.” 

A divifion being called for, three feparate queftions were taken oti the . 
feveral claufes of this provifo; and gll paffed in the negative-feveral 
poner voting againft it, who declared that they would-vote in the af- 

rmative, if there was any probability that the Senate’s amendment would 
be agreed to, 

Mr. Fitzfimons ther moved the following amendment : 

Provided always, and be it further enatted, that the powers herein giv- 
en to the Prefident ef the United States, for calling out the militia, be 
and continue in force till the end of the next feffion of Congrefs, and no 
longer.” 

Some gentlemen thinking this motion out of order, Mr. Speaker de- 
clared it te be in order; and on an appeal to the Houfe, and the queftion 
being taken, the decifion of the chair was confirmed. . 

The gueftion being then taken on Mr, Fitzfimons’s propofition, pafled 
in the attirmative, yeas 37, nays 20. 

‘Fhe queftian was then taken on the firft of the additional feétions, thus 
amenced, and pailed in the negative ; yeas 24, nays 37. ’ 

The otherof the additional feétions was negatived almoft unanimoufly , 

A committee was then appointed (on motion of Mr. Gerry) to prepare 
2 bill or bills for calling forth the militia, when neceilary, to execute the 
laws of tne union, to fupprefs infurre€tions, and repel invafions.
